In the Senatc, on the 12th, Mr. George offered 
an amendment to the Sherman bill prohibiting 
trusts, the most important point of which was 
making it the duty of the President, in his 
discretion, to issue a proclamation suspending 
the import duties on articles raised in price in 
consequence of combinations. Mr. Hoar spoke 
te the amendment, charging Demecrats and 
the Democratic party with responsibiliuy for 
@xisting trusts. Mr. Payne denied all cou- 
Peotion with the Standard Oil Company. The 
amendment was ordered to be printed......In 
the House, consideration of the Sundry Civil 
Appropriations bill was resumed. The Senate 
amendments were concurred *in, with an 
amendment. The Senate bill was passed pro- 

iding that appointments to the Marine Hos- 
vital service shall be made by the President. 

IN the Senate, on the 13th, the feature of the 
proceedings was Senator Jones’ speech on the 
Chinese Exclusion bill. Mr. Allison announced 
the receipt of a letter from Mr. Beck, saying 
that he was improving slowly. Mr. Platt in- 
troduced a resolution of inquiry as to whether 
@ foreign syndicate was controling the price of 
copper in this country...... In the House, the 
event of the day was the passage of the Senate 
bill amending the Inter-State Commerce law. 
A joint resolution was passed extending the 
existing appropriations for the sundry civil ex- 
penses of the Government until October 1.

THe birthday auniversary of President 
Diaz of Mexico was generally observed in 
the City of Mexico on the 15th. Business 
was suspended and all military organiza- 
tions and civic societies seut representa- 
tives to congratulate the President. 

QUEEN NaTALIK of Servia was cordially 
received at Sinaia, on the 15th, by the 
King and Queen of Roumania. She after- 
wards proceeded to Jassy. 

THE President, on the 15th, approved 
the joint resolution to continue the appro- 
priations for the support of the Govern- 
ment until September 25 

Ir was semi-officially announced, on 
the 15th, that General John G. Parkhurst, 
of Michigan, will be nominated as Minis- 
ter to Brussels, to succeed Mr. Lambert 
Tree, who has been transferred to St. 
Petersburg. The appointment will be 
made at the request of Postmaster-Gen- 
eral Dickinson. 

His Washington physician says that 
Senator Beck’s illness was caused by 
overwork, and that now, since he is rest- 
ing, he will rapidly recuperate.

Charch Charged with Kiasing One of His 
Young and Pretty Parishoners—He Au 
serts That Both Opportunity and {Ineli. 
— were Lacking—A Division of Opin 
LIVERMORE, Ky., Sept. 17.—For several 

days past sogicty, especially in church 

circles of this «ty, has been in a high 
state of excitement over a sensation in 
which Rey. Charles W. Hall, a minister 
of the Methodist Church, and a Miss May, 

a young lady member of the same con- 

gregation, figures as the principal parties. 

The cause of the affair was charges made 

by Miss May to the effect that Rev. 

Charles Hall forcibly hugged and kissed 

her. The feeling was heightened by the 

fact that the friends of the young lady 
were not content to let the minister off 

Without the exposure consequent upon a 

hearing of the matter before the District 

Conference, which met here yesterday. 
The trial of the minister was held Sat- 

urday afternoon. The Presiding Elder, 
eighteen membe.'s of the conference and 
the fair plaintiff and the defendant were 
the only ones present. Outsiders were 
excluded with the utmost care. 

Miss May was put upon the stand. Her 
story, straightforward, modest and frank, 
was to the effect that Mr. Hall had on one 
occasion kissed her sister without the lat- 
ter’s consent, while she and her mother 
were watching. Being unprotected they 
could do nothing, the reverend gentle- 
man insisting that he meant no harm. 
The facts in her own affairs are these: 

When they happened alone together 
with nobody near or looking, he had 
seized the delightful opportunity and 
gathered her in his arms and at the same 
time popped a burning kiss squarely 
down upon her lips. Being incensed 
beyond measure, she spurned him 
from her, at the same instant letting fly 
her dainty fist upon his nose with all the 
force in her. He recovered himself and 
left, beseeching her, before he left her, to 
say nothing of the matter, as he meant no 
harm by it. 

During her examination in which the 
facts above set torth were brought out, 
she was asked if the preacher had made 
any unbecoming proposals to her. She 
replied with vigor that he had not or he 
would have fared much worse. She was 
only too well satisfied, however, that his 
intentions were evil, and hence she had 
resorted to the course she had pursued. 

Mr. Hall, when put upon the stand in 
his own behalf, utterly and vigorously 
denied that he had ever kissed the young 
lady, or had thought of doing so. The op- 
portunity had been lacking, and the in- 
clination beside was wholly wanting. 

There were,.of course, no other wit- 
nesses to tits specific charge, and after the 
argumént of counsel the conference sat 
upon the case.

Excitement Reigning in the Camp Castle

Captain Chester Says Affairs in Haytl 
Have Improved Since President Solomon 
Left the Island. 

New York, Sept. 17.—The United Siates 
corvette Galena, Captain Colby M. Ches- 
ter, which arrived in the lower bay late 
Saturday, was moored at her anchorage 
in the North river, off West Twenty-third 
street, yesterday morning. She had just 
returned from a trip to Port Au Prince, 
whither sho was ordered a month since to 
look after the interests of the Amoricau 
citizens and afford them such protection 
and assistance as they required during 
the revolution which had broken out ou 
the island, and which had driven Presi- 
dent Sclomon from the capital. Captain 
Chester has made an official report to the 
Navy Depariment of his recent expedi- 
tion, which was forwarded to Secretary 
of the Navy Whitney yesterday. He 
found that after President Solomon had 
left the island perfect quiet had been re- 
stered and the political affairs of ths 
couutry were in a much better condition 
than under the ex-President’s governs 
ment. 

















FEARFUL CALAMITY. 


Four Children Burned to Death as the Re 
sult of an Effort to Start a Fire With 
Coal Oil. 

San AnTon1o, Tex., Sept. 17.—News of 
a terrible catastrophe at Devin station, 
twenty-five miles south of here, just 
veached this city. Saturday afternoon 
Callie, the fourteen-year-old daughter of 
Byrd Smith, was sent by her mother to 
start a fire in the cookingstove. The girl 
poured oil over the coals of fire and the 
kerosene can exploded, scattering 
the burning oil over the girl and 
her two sisters, Delia and Dozia, and her 
baby brother, all of whom were standing 
around the stove watching her. The 
mother, hearing the screams of the chil- 
dren, ran into the kitchen, and fouud her 
four children in flames. Ic her frantic 
effort tosave her children she was terri- 
bly burned about the arms and face. The 
ehildren all died of their injuries in a 
few hours. Their father was away from 
pome at the time of the accident.

Ky., a few evenings since.

Louisville, Ky., a few days since, on a 
charge of counterfeiting, and in default 
of $2,000 bond, was sent to jail for trial in 
October. 

A notorious woman, known as ‘‘Dog- 
head,”’ assaulted a policeman who tried 
to arrest her at Harrodsburg, Ky., a few 
days ago, and he shot her, inflictiug a 
fatal wound. 

Thos. Cannon, a farmer living near 
Friedville, Tenn., stepped up to a neigh- 
bor, Alex Hammontree, who is a wealthy 
planter, a few days since, and knocked 
him down with the butt of a rifle, fractur- 
ing his skull. Hammontree died in a 
fewhours. Cannon escaped. 

A serious cutting affray took place, a 
few evenings since, near Hanson, Ky., 
between Roy Jones and Jimmie Webb, 
during which the former was stabbed in 
the abdomen and fatally wounded by his 
opponent, who then fled and was still at 
large, though pursued by officers of the 
law. 

Dr. John Alexander, a distinguished 
physician of Bolton, Miss., who had been 
practicing his profession since 1853, died 
at his home recently, in the fifty-ninth 
year of his age. He was exceedingly 
fortunate and successful during the 
dreadful yellow-fever scourges of 1873 
and 1878. 

John Kitenens, over seventy years cld, 
was so badly injured in afight with his 
son, C. P. Kitenens, at Dawson Ga., ro- 
cently, that he died twenty-four hours 
later. The old man had been unkind to 
his wife for several months, since her 
union with the Mormon church, and while 
under the influence of whisky had quar- 
reled with her, which the son resented. 

The news from the rice crops along the 
Savannah river is very gloomy. It is not 
expected that more than one-fourth of a 
crop of the 10,000 acres will be saved, The 
crops around Charleston and Georgetown, 
however, are much more promising. 

The body of A. W. Walker, a resident 
of Vicksburg, Miss., for a number of 
years, was found, a few days ago, in an 
outhouse on the premises where he re- 
sided, with a pistol-ball in the right tem- 
ple. The pistol was lying by his side, 
leaving no doubt of his having killed him- 
self. He had been out of employment for 
a long time. 

Maria Seargent, an aged colored woman 
residing at Pembroke, Ky., was walking 
along the railroad track at that place, a 
few days ago, when she was struck by a 
train and knocked from the track, receiv- 
ing painful injuries, from which she died. 
Being deaf she failed to hear the danger 
signals. 

The news from all the agricultural dis- 
tricts in South Carolina, and many in 
Georgia, is of the gloomiest character. 
The autumnal rains started at least two 
weeks ahead ef the regular season and 
played havoo with the cotton in the high- 
lands. The long and protracted rainfall 
finally culminated in a series of the most 
damaging floous that have ever occurred 
in the State. 

An insane colored man, who was being 
taken to the lunatic asylum at Hopkins- 
ville, Ky., by Marshal Bobie, ot Wick- 
liffe, made a break for liberty while wait- 
ing for the train at Nortonsville, a few 
evenings since, knocking Bobie down 
with aniron bar he had seized. He es- 
eaped to the woods and, at last accounts, 
was still at large, though men were out 
hunting forhim. Bobie is very seriously 
hurt. 

No little excitement has been created 
in Birmingham, Ala., by the news that 
Frank M. Irion, the defaulting clerk of 
the city court, had surrendered in Lon- 
don. A cablegram from London tothe 
officers at Birmingham announced that 
he had surrendered and wanted to come 
back and be tried for his crime. Heisa 
physical and mental wreck and penni- 
less. 

Jim Shackelford, a farmer living on Bog 
Branch, in the southwestern part of Giles 
County, whipped .: twelve-year-old 
daughter to death a feW days ago. He 
ordered the child to bring a bucket of 
fresh water from the spring, and because 
she did not come as quickly as he thought 
she should he seized a piece of plank and 
beat herso that she died, after lingering 
a few days.

Rations will probably be 
withheld from able-bodied persons to force 
them to go to the cainps, where they will be 
well fed.

Yellow Fever in Louisville, Ky. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Sept. 20,—Moses New- 
berry, a Polish Jew, who arrived in this 
city on Tuesday last from Decatur, Ala., 
with bis wife, child and. sister-in-law, died 
yesterday in a tenement at Jefferson and 
Eighth streets, from yellow fever. The 
physician who first saw the case on Monday 
at once suspected it to be yellow fever, and 
the black vomit, which developed, contirmed 
the diagnosis. Health Officer Galt states 
that the other members of the refugee fam- 
ily have been isolated, but refuses to state 
their location. It is known, however, that 
they did not go to the pest house, ard fears 
are entertained that they are not in the 
tustody of the haalth offissrs,

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., Sept. 20.— Eleven 
refugees from Paiatka, Fla., passed through 
Royce, four miles from Chattanooga, thi: 
norping, bound for Xenia, O. They are 
from the fever district, and left for the 
north over the Cincinnati Souther road 
These persons were stopped at Royce by 
Chattanooga quarantine officers. Their bag- 
gage was also put off at tbe same point.

' quiries into Chicago tailoring. 
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THE “BACK SHOP." 


& @hicago Institution in jon in Which Every Mas 
Is His Own Tailor. 


On of the queerest institutions ithe 
tailoring trade in Chicago is the ‘‘back 
shop,” about which one begins to hear 
almost as s00n as one makes any in- 
*‘Most 
of the work is done either at home or 


,in a ‘back shop,’” is the customary 


statement. ‘‘What is a back shop?” 
demands the investigator, whereupon 
he is usually told that it is an institu- 
tion that must be seen to be appreciat- 
ed, and he goes to work and sees it and 
appreciates it. 

The ‘‘back shop” is a place where 
for a dollar or two a week a tailor may 
rent a seat upon a broad table, with 
the privilege of using irons off the 
common stove. It is a large shop 
where every body is his own shop- 
keeper. One of the largest of these 
‘‘back shops” is on the northeast cor- 
ner of Fifth avenue and Madison 
street, onthe top floor. A reporter 
climbed up beyond the sundry stories 
until he reached the top, where he 
found himself in a long, well-lighted, 
but rather low-ceiled room, which 
stretched the full length and breadth 
of the building. Close to the windows 
all about the room was a collection of 
broad tables, upon which a number of 
men were squatting after the bone- 
breaking manner in which tailors rest 
themselves and work. A few women 
were grouped together in one corner 
of the apartment, and in the middle 
two stoves, heated like the flery fur- 
nace in the old testament, were keep- 
ing the irons of the establishment 
warm. There was little talking but a 
great deal of work, and as soon as the 
reporter had found Mr. Braybrook, 
the proprietor of the enterprise, no- 
body paid any attention to him save 
the person with whom he was talking. 

“Yes,” Mr. Braybrook said, ‘‘this is 
what is called a back shop, where 
tailors are provided with a place to do 
their work and hot irons are furnished 
for a fixed charge per week. You see, 
in most of the tailor stores about town 
there is no place for the men, and so 
they come to places like this. There 
are quite a number in Chicago. I 
simply renta man his seat and see 
that he has all the irons he wants and 
that ends my duties in the premises.” 

‘‘What do you charge them?” 

“One dollar a week—or if two men 
who are partners work together—$1.50 
for the two. Seamstresses we make 
room for at 75 cents apiece.” 

‘“‘And how many men usually take 
ndvantage of the scheme?” 

“It depends on the season and the 
amount of work. There are usually 
about forty or fifty here.” 

“Of course, you have nothing to do 
with the time they work?” 

“Oh no, certainly not. They rent 
their seats, and that is the end of it as 
far as I am concerned.” 

‘‘How about shop discipline? Have 
you any rules which your renters must 
observe?” 

“No. Ifaman makes himself disa- 
greeable to the other workmen, of 
course [ get rid of him as soon asI 
can and will not let him back into the 
shop—but that seldom happens. You 
see, tailors, as a rule, are very decent 
men, and they know how to take care 
of themselves and do their work. Un- 
der any circumstances it would be none 
of my business. As long as nobody 
does any thing to interfere with the 
others I have nothing to say.” 

‘What is the reason, Mr. Bray- 
breok,’’ said the reporter finally, as he 
east a glance about the room, ‘that 
the tailors sit on the tables and curl 
themselves up like that man yonder,” 
and a workman in an acutely uncom- 
fortable position was pointed out, ‘‘in- 
stead of sitting on chairs?” 

‘‘Because it is the most comfortable 
position for the work. A tailor gets 
supple-jointed after a time, and he can 
do the most extraordinary things with 
his legs. These positions don’t look 
restful to you, but they are.” 

‘‘What do these tailors make?” 

“That depends. Some of them can 
sit down and make $25 a week; others 
run less. ‘They can average $15 a week 
without working too hard.” 

“Do they have to make a deposit 
when they take goods away from the 
shop?” 

“No. ‘The stuff is given to them all 
cut and prepared, and no tailor is 
asked for a deposit. It is not needed. 
I never heard of but one case in Chi- 
cago where a man made off with the 
cloth and material given him to make 
up.”°—Chicago News.

TRIALS OF CHILDHOOD. 


Dr. Talmage Earnestly Pleads for More 
Sympathy and Less Spank. 

In the long catalogue of children’s 
woes leg-ache stands very prominent. 
After running, racing, climbing and 
jumping all day long this is one ofthe 
worst troubles. We remember it now, 
the rolling and tossing to get to sleep 
and the half-cry of distress of which no 
one but ourselves seemed to have any 
appreciation. All active children have 
their leg-ache at nightfall. Blessed 
the mother whose entertaining story 
or the stroke of whose soft hand 
silences and soothes and cures. 

Hunger is another of the boyhood 
and girlhood distresses. There may 
be plenty in the pantry and yet the 
children are half the time starved. 
Parents with a capacity to swallow a 
half-pound of beefsteak and the usual 
accompaniments do not understand 
why, midforenoon or midafternoon, 
children should be hungry. It is cruel 
to keep Jittle ones faint and exhausted 
for the lack of food because the dining 
hour has not come. All the doctors 
and dietaries to the contrary notwith- 
standing, whenever your children are 
hungry, whether it be the hour of nine, 
ten or eleven a. m., or two, three or 
four p. m., give them something to eat. 

One of the worst of childhood griefs 
is subjection to bullies. They are to 
be found in every school and on every 
street; the boys who knock your hat 
down over your eyes and chuck you 
under the chin, calling you ‘‘bub,” and 
steal your cap and trip you up for the 
fun of seeing you fall down, and dare 
you to fight—you ten years and they 
fourteen. We have vivid remembrance 
of one such bully and our sufferings at 
his hands, and we now declare, minister 
orno minister, if ever we meet him 
again he had better look out! There 
is nothing more exasperating to us 
than to see large boys imposing on 
sinall ones. Let schoolmasters give 
such young Herods the rattan in lib- 
eral measure. But alas for the lads who 
have year after year to submit to the 
ruffian impositions! To be chased and 
pulled and mauled and be able to do 
nothing in return but bite your lip and 
clinch your fist and wish you werea 
foot taller. 

Going to school is among the hard- 
ships of children. ‘The pills of knowl- 
edge are now sugar-coated, and school- 
houses are sometimes made attractive 
with music and flowers and pictures 


and teachers who understand and 
practice the law of kindness. In such 
ceases children are glad when the 


school hour comes. Notso with many; 
not so with us in boyhood. We shiver 
to think of it. A mile and a half 
through snowbanks a little crusted, 
so that every step broke through, 
our big sister pulling us along by 
the tippet, ears tingling with cold, 
feet half-frozen, and all of what we 
could then see no use in—the learning 
to read and write and cipher. No 
cards with marks of good behavior, no 
medals to hang around the neck, noth- 
ing on earth to encourage but going 
up head occasionally, and a box of the 
ears if we missed, more frequently. 
Our sympathies go out for all those 
who, contrary to their wishes, are 
obliged to go to school. 

But we can not enumerate the 
troubles of children. We suspect that 
they need more rewards and fewer 
punishments, more apples and less 
switch, more sympathy and less spank. 
While we console their mishaps they 
would unconsciously relieve ours. If 
instead of standing so much on our 
dignity we would get down on all-fours 
and let our children get astride of us, 
imagining they were a-horseback, 
probably some of our manhood troubles 
would fall off at the moment the 
youngsters got on.—TZ. D. Talmage, D.

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FOR HORSE-OWNERS. 








How to Treat the Noblest Animal Which 
Has Been Given to Man. 


Never wash a horse with cold water 
when he is heated. 

On the farm dispense with shoes, 
unless the land is very rocky. 

Feed your horse regularly three 
times daily, but never over-feed. 

Water before feeding, but not while 
the horse is hot from work. 

Use the whip very little, and never 
when the animal shies or stumbles. 

Never leave a horse standing un- 
hitched. Itis the way to make them 
runaways. 

Do not storm and fret. Be quiet 
and kind, and the horse will be so too, 
in most cases. 

Give a horse a large stall and a good 
bed at night. It is important that he 
lie down to rest. 

If a horse is vicious and unmanage- 
able at your business, sell it tosome 
one that can control him. 

Hay or other ground feed is indis- 
pensable, and ground corn or hominy 
is better than whole corn. 

A cotton-card is one of the best in- 
struments for grooming a horse. It 
cleans better than the comb. 

Do not expect your horse to be 
equally good at every thing. The horse, 
like the man, must be adapted vo its 
work. 

Near the close of a journey let the 
horse walk. If covered with sweat rub 
off with arag, to prevent too sudden 
cooling. 

Collar galls and bruises are benefited 
by washing with salt water. Wash 
shoulders daily when using the horse. 
Brine is good also for stiff joints. 

When files are bad, wash the horse 
all over lightly with a weak solution 
of carbolic acid. If you have not the 
acid, apply surgeon’s oil on the flanks, 
neck and tender parts.— Detroit Free 
Press. 








Less Cotton and More Grass. 

The Southern Agriculturist tells of a 
farmers’ club in Alabama where a 
speaker said ‘‘his section had capacity 
to grow any kind of clover and grasses; 
but these were neglected because of 
the idea of growing cotton.” He said 
cotton was the most expensive crop 
cultivated, and paid less in proportion 
to work bestowed on it than any other 
cultivated. The more bales grown 
the less the price, and indications are 
that the present crop will not be sold 
for over 8 cents per pound. If the 
planters of the South would devote 
one-fourth of their land to grass and 
thus reduce the crop to 5,000,000 
bales the price would be 12 to 14 cents 
per cpound, and that would pay for 
growing.
